| I H E -Almighty Creator of the World, to ma- 
` nifeft his provident and benevolent care of his. 


creatures, and to leave them without excufe for 
their diftruft of his guardianfhip, ‘has not only fur- 
nifhed them with a particular, but alfo with a ge- : - 
neral and conftant, revelation of his divine will and 
difpenfations. This fupernatural communication of © 
the Godhead with man is that fpirit of: prophefy 
with which certain individuals have ever been en- 
dowed in all nations. ‘The Sctiptures: evince, that - 
this prophetic.power was not confined either to the- 
Jews er to any other particular rank, age; fex, or ` 
condition. of men. Jews. and Gentiles, noble: and 
ignoble, learned and ignorant, have been occafion- ` 


- ally chofen by the all-wife Governor of the uni- 


verfe to warn the guilty, confole the afflicted, and 
confirm the dubious, with prophetic views of futu- 


rity. Thefe chofen veflels, being filled with the 


divine emanations of prefcience, iffued forth and 
made known to the people their celeftial miffion ; 
either by cheering them with the glad tidings of | 
approaching felicity, ‘or warning them, and their 
governors, with the profpect of diftant or impend- | 
ing misfortune. Thus we find that all thofe remark-

, As the nature of the human mind hath ‘been 
ever the fame, from the creation, its capacity and 
aptitude to receive the divine impulfe muft be as 
great, at this moment, as in the moft early ages of 
the world ; and as the benign Author and Gover- 
nor of the univerle: has ever imparted it to his 
chofen, to be lights and guides to mankind, in the 
wilds of error and, impending difficulties and dan- 
gers, fo we are led to hope that fimilar fituations 
and circumftances will be attended with the fame 
benificent advantages. Surely the Almighty muft, 
be fenfible that man, 1n this vale of oblivious dark- 
nefs, has now equal neceffity to receive the illumi- 


 nftions of his infinite wifdom, as at any other pe- 


riod of his creation. Were he to withdraw thofe 
rays of beneficent prefcience,. which guided the. 
ways of our fore-fathers in the paths of virtue and 
cheering promife, man might ess that be was ne- —

. ected, uncheered, and unconfirmed in the ways > 


which lead to truth arid happinefs. — —

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The rife, continuance, and deftru&ion df the Affy- 
rian, Median, Perfian, and Roman Empires, were 
predicted. Thofe meafures that tended to prolong 
pofterity, or accelerate their downfal, were fore- 
fhewn. But their hearts were hardened, and their 
attention diverted from the profpect of future vicif- 
fitude, by the profperity they were then poffeffing. 
"They difregarded the warning voice until ad- 
verfity difpelled their intoxication, and left them, 


too late, convinced of the truth, and their own neg- . 


ligence. The fruitlefs {enfe of their own mifery 
was the crifis and confequence of their being con- 
vinced of the truth of the prophetic admonitions 
they had received. - | 

The unconquerable obftinacy of the Jews, who, 


although more particularly favoured by the cares of 


Providence, and who had witneffed the completion 
of more prophefies.than any nation under heaven, 
not only flighted the predictions of the birth of the 
Meffiah, but even rejected the immediate teftimony 
of their fenfes to the divine truth and reality of his 
miracles. | ! 

We are here fpeaking of the direct and imme- 
diate influence of the unerring fpirit upon the hu- 
man.mind, which, by a forcible impulfe, turns its 
view towards futurity, and imparts to it an intuitive 
knowledge of fucceeding events, as far as they re- 
late to certain particular tranfactions, Providence 
thinks expedient to have revealed. But whether, 
the natural weaknefs of ‘the human intellect being 
incapable of comprehending (in its full extent and 
energy) the divine light, or that, conformably to 
the’ fyftem of fubordinate nature, fomething 
muft be left to exercife human fagacity; the facts 
are often reprefented in a manner dubious " ob- 

: cure. 
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fcure, Metaphorical ideas and fimilitudes are ob- 
truded upon the mind, blended with literal repre- 
 fentations. The apoftle, St. Peter, fays of prophefy, . 
—“ That‘it is a light fhining in a dark place; and 
we do well to give heed to it until the day dawn.” 
This bifhop Sherlock thus explains: ** The time 
will come when the things ye hope for fhall be 
placed in a clear light, when you fhall fee all your 
expectations fully juftified in the accomplifhment; 
in the mean time, ye do well to attend to prophefy, 
though but a {mall glimmering light and fhining at 
a diftance tn a dark place, yet the beft you have or — 
can have at prefent.” This gift then is beftowed 
upon mankind, not as a refource for the abfolute 
prevention of the evil foretold, but as a guide to 
fuch as are wife enough to embrace it towards the 
mitigation of calamity, according to the imperfect 
{tate of human nature. 

The greater part of the prophefies, recorded in 
the Old Teftament, refpecting the Jews in particu- 
lar, and other nations in general, were fulfilled at - 
the redemption. At that glorious and awful con- 
juncture, when the Son of God, at the command of 
his father, offered himíelf up as a willing facrifice 
to atone for the fins of men of all nations, and to 
infure eternal falvation to all mankind, the Spirit 
. of God deícended in fuller meafure, and upon a ` 
greater number of the fons of men, of all nations, 
than at any former period. Then it was that, not 
enly the 1 of empires and kingdoms, the diftrac- 
tions on account of religion, and the fufferings of 
the faithful, were foretold, but alfo the duration of' 
this globe itfelf was prefigured ; the final diffolution 
ef which is to be preceded by the glorious Milleni-

um, or reign: of Jefus Chrift upon earth for a 
thoufand years. | : 
The Revelations, as expounded by the ableft and 
foundeft divines, teach us to expect, about this 
time, the deftru&ion of the Turkifh empire, and 
the gathering together, fettlement, and converfion 
of the Jews. For God has declared he will yet re- 
member his chofen people in his good time. 
' Since the apoftolic age, although miracles have . 
ceafed, we have yet experienced the moft indubita- 
ble proofs of the occafional influence of the fpirit 
of prophefy. Many recent prophefies having been 
accurately completed, leave us no poffible doubt of 
its continuance in the prefent time ; which feems 
teeming with fuch direful events as truly require 
fupernatural light and information. | 
. The coming of the impoftor, Mahomed, was 
precifely foretold both by the early chriítians and 
the Brachmans of India. 7 
As to the mode of prophefy operating upon the 
human mind, it appears to be an impulfe entirely 
external. The prophetic infufion is involuntary, 
unfought, and, perhaps, not underftood by the de- 
liverer. Thus the Prophet Daniel, after a vifion 
which he had feen, faith—** I heard, but I under- 
{tood not: then faid I, O my Lord! what fhall be 
the end of thefe things? And he faid, ** Go thy way, 
Daniel; for the words are clofed up and fealed till 
the time of end." The minds even of idiots and mad- 
men have been inftantaneoufly endowed with the. 
gift of prophefy, as various hiftories teftify. Nixon, 
the Chefhire Prophet, and Martha Ery, of Suffolk, 
are of this remarkable inftances. 
Dreams have alfo been ever confidered. as a fe- 
condary kind of infpiration, and as a mode ufually 
mE adopted 


| 
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adopted by the father of fpirits to convey intelli- - 
gence of good or evil import. Thus, we read of 
numberlefs prophetic dreams in the antient hifto- 
ties, facred * and profane. Alexander the Greatf, 
before he left Macedonia, faw in a dream the image 
of Jaddua, the High Prieft of the Jews, in his 
pontifical robes, and upon his head the Tiara,’ 
whereon was engraven, in golden letters, the name - 
of Jehovah. When, afterwards on his march to- 
wards Jerufalem, the High Prieft came out to meet 
him, the King, inftantly recognizing the venerable 
períonage who had appeared to him in his dream, 
proftrated himfelf and worfhipped the God of the 
Hebrews: —.— TIME. EN MM 

= With. refpe& to periods nearer our. own times, 
there. is a well-authenticated T account, that, in the 
reign of Charles the Firft, the apparition of old 
Sir George Villiers, deceafed, prefented itfelf, in a 
dream, for three fucceffive nights to the imagina- 
_ tion of a man of the name of Parker, commanding 
him to goto the Duke of Buckingham, with tid- 
ings of his approaching end, and the conditions on 
which it might be avoided; but, thefe being neglect- 
ed by the Duke, Felton murdered him about fix 
months. afterwards. ; Sir. Clement -Throckmorton $ 
alfo dreamed: an affaffin would kill his Grace, of 
which. he gave him intimation. ic ns 


The fentiments here entertained refpecting the 
prophetic nature of particular dreams, will be tefti-

to their minds while afleep, which they afterwards 
found verified. "Thus the occafional exiftence of a 
_ prophetic power in the human mind feems to find 
a proof in the general experience of mankind ; nor 
can it be otherwife. | | Í 
This power muft proceed, by immediate im- 
pulfe, from the univerfal fource of intellectual in- 
_telligence: The great father of fpirits muft caufe 
= this portion of prefcience to emanate from himfelf, 
and to fill the chofen perfon with the prophetic 
power. For it is well known the foul of man poffeffes 
not, generally and abfolutely, the faculty of feeing 
into futurity. Even thofe fele& fervants of God, the 
old Prophets, were not always infpired : they only 
{poke of future events at particular times, and on 
momentous occafions. Au 
` » There is alfo this farther analogy between oral 
‘predictions,. and thofe prophetic images prefented - 
to the mind whilft the body is in the arms of fleep ; 
that, in fome particular cafes, in both modes, the 
facts are foretold literally and exa&ly as they are to 
happen; yet, more generally, the intelligence is 
conveyed in allegoric hints and equivocal figures, 
which, although not the lefs certain in their ten- 
dency to the general end, require fkill and judg- . 
ment in the interpretation, Thus, in dreams and | 
in the prophetic language, great and violent charges 
and .trevolutions, in kingdoms. and ftates, ; are 
frequently reprefented by earthquakes, ftorms,, 
floods, or conflagrations; and the higher powers on 


ear thy, 
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earth, by the heavenly bodies, or by the powerful 
kind wf beafls. This equivocation and uncertainty, 

. in the tenor of prophetic warnings, may, perhaps, 
be defighed by the Almighty tò bear relation or coin- 
cidence with the natural and inherent free agency of- 
the human mind. When the information is not direct 
and abfolute to the point, men may, by’a prudent 
ufe of that portion of light afforded them, avoid 
the threatening danger, or obtain the proffered 
bleffing. Thet refources are geperally prefented to 
the mind in times of trouble and agitation, or ra- 
ther when at our eafe and no danger apparently 
nigh. We are apt to difregard all admonition, as > 
‘kingdoms and ftates in the height of profperity 
proceed in their full career of wickednefs, regardlefs 
of thofe threats of vengeance denounced againft 
them, until the profpec blackens, and’ the bolts 
be levelled at their guilty heads. | | 

The following.temarkable dream of the celebrat- 
ed Daniel Defoe, author of Robinfon Crufoe and 
other ingenious works, muft convince every ra- 
tional, confiderate perfon, of dreams being ufed by 
the Divinity as the means of warning from danger, | 
or apprizing of {fome approaching felicity. | 

Mr. Detoe having incurred the cenfure of 
the Houfe of. Commons, on account of fome 
pamphlet which. he had publifhed, thought proper , 
to withdraw himfelf from London, to avoid being 
apprehended. But being obliged to return to town - — 

|: upon particular bufinefs, he determined to go ona ` 

i certain day. .Being in bed with his brother-in-law 

| the night before, he dreamt that he was jn his lodg-- 

i ings in London, and that two men came tothe door,, ' 

faying they were meflengers, while they produced a 

Warrant from the Secretary of State to apprehend 

| E 7 him, 
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him. They accordingly feized and took him. The 
vifion waking him, he inftantly waked his brother, 
to whom he related his drea. He afterwards went 
. again to fleep, from which he was awakened by the 
lame dream, exactly in every particular as before. 
. "In defiance to thefe plain and obvious warnings, his 
bufinefs being urgent, he fet out for London in the 
morning. ‘To avoid every danger of furprife, he 
' . ufed every precaution in his manner of travelling 
- to town. He ftill felt a (trong foreboding appre- - 
henfion and heavinefs during his journey, and had- 
once or twice refolved to teturn back to his brother- 
in-law. But he withítood ‘his ‘fears and ' perfifted, 
‘and the refult was, that he was taken by the mef- 
fengers exa&ly in the fame manner as had been pre- 
vioufly fhewn to him in his dreams. The vifion 
had been fo forcibly impreffed upon his. imagination, 
that he recollected the vety countenance, cloaths, 
and. weapons of the two men. 
-© We mutt not omit to notice here an inferior fpe- 
cies of prophely, or rather an acquired infight into 
futurity, pofleffed by men eminent for a fupe- | 
riority of mental powers; ‘for tranfcendent ‘wifdom, 
and great experience in-the world. Such men, 
aided by their high endowments, have, in all ages of 
the world, made their predictions from the general 
afpect of things, and ‘from their knowledge of the 
neceflary relation between caufe and effe&, - Their 
predictions are, therefore, ever entitled to the re- 
ipecttul attention of mankind. Of this we fhall 
. Offer the beft proof, by adducing féveral late in- 
itances, in which the predictions ‘were fully and 
literally confirmed by the event. As to prophefies 
in general, this confideration will be our beft guide

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This feems to be the.awful moment when perfons. 
of all religions and profeffions are wei:ing the im-, 
portant events, which the late political.and religious 
viciffitudes lead all to imagine are impending over, 
the human race.

* The very loud and unufual kind of thunder 
that was heard in the beginning of January, 1791, 
| O Was," 
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was," he T * the voice of the angel mention- 
ed in the 18th chapter of Revelation, proclaiming 
the judgment. of God, - the fall of Babylon the 
‘great.’ 
Bn The great flafhes T. lightning proceeded . alfo 
from the angel, and was, according to the firft 
verfe, reflected from the brightnefs of his glory:” 
The following i isa moft curious account which he — 
gives of his immediate communications .and infla- 
ence. with the Divinity, and the manner in which, 
he fays, he has interfered in favour of feveral popu- 
lar and diftinguifhed characters. 

« The Lord God was fo exceedingly: angry at 
‘the time of the loud thunder, I have mentioned. in. 
the preceding part, that he determined to.leave his 
other judgments unfulfilled, relative to London, 
and burn her immediately .with fire from heaven: 
foon afterwards T was informed, by revelation, of 
what the thunder meant, and was commanded to 
go from ‘London beyond the diftance of ejghteen 
miles. I had, fimilar to the Prophet Daniel at Ba- 
bylon, an attending angel to explain all the vifions, 
and fupport me under the grief 1.was. loaded with ` 
for its approaching fall. — — 

© "Fhe Lord God knowing that I loved him with 


. all my heart, and had often refifted the calls of —

perial Crown from him. 7t cannot be any country but 
France; which, long fince, hath begun to fhake 
- Off the yoke of Rome. "Tis well known how fo-

fervice; for ferving thee againft God, and againft 
his fervants, I am now adjudged to hell’s torments.” 
This awful falutation. awaking the King, he called 
for lights, and told his attendants what he had heard 
 andfeen. The next day he received intelligence of 
Scot's death happening at the timé of his vifion. 
This Juftice Clerk died in great extremity, uttering 
thefe words :—“ By the righteous judgment of ‘God 
Į am condemned.” — p 2 : 

` A few nighs after, he thought he faw, in his 
fleep, Sir James Hamilton, whom he had caufed to 
be executed, come, with a drawn fword, and cut off - 
borh his arms, threatening, at the fame time, that. 
he would foon return and deprive him of life. A- 
Waking, news was brought him of the death of his 
two fons; James and Arthur, dying at the fame 
hour. Next year he died. with grief in Falkland. 
This is related in Archbifhop Spotwood’s Hiftory of

It is the opinion of this great and learned Divine 
(and indeed of moft others who have duly attended 
$0 the figns of the times) ““ that the prefent difturbances 
in Europe are the beginn:ng of thofe very calamit- | 
ous times,” which are predicted in divers parts of 

the Holy Scriptures ; and that thofe grievous cala- 
mities (fuch as the world has never yet experienced). 
are about to arife, which are tmmediately to precede 
Chrift’s temporal ‘kingdom here upon earth. ‘ This 
kingdom, however, a kingdom of truth and righ- 
 teoufnefs, will not be eftablifhed without the great- 
eft convulfions and the violent overthrow of other king- 
doms," And fpeaking of Haggai II.—6th verfe, 
he fays, ** What can this peace be, but the future 
peaceful and happy ftate of the world under the 
Meffah ? and what can be this /pecking of the nations, 
that is to precede it, but great convulfions and fud- 
den revolutions, fuch as we fee now beginning to take 
place.” Again, * The anger of the nations is fols 
— lowed by the deftruction of them that deftroyed the 
earth,” Rev. xi. 17. Now how has the earth been

defolating wars, and the deftruction that has thereby - 
been made of mankind? In like manner, then, 
may we conclude, that thofe deftructive powers wilh : 
'themfelves be deftroyed, probably by one another, in thofe 
wars which, the Apoftle James fays, arife from men's 
tufs, the luft of ambition and revenge. And when, 
my brethren, have ‘we feen or heard of fuch anger 
and rage in nations, fuch violenceʻiù carrying on : 
war, and fuch defttuction of men»as at this very 
time?-—What has more eminently contributed to 
deftroy the earth, than the antichriftian and idola- 
trous eftablifhments of chriftianity, that have fub- 
fifted in thefe weftern parts of the. world? Many 
more períons have been deftroyed by Chriffians, as 
they have called themfelves, than by Heathens. And 
do we not fee one, and one of the principal, of thofe - 
eftablifhments already and completely deftroyed ?” 
He fays, “ That nothing is more evident than that ^ 
the only period that can be called the time of the re- 
Jiitution of all.things, or the paradifiacal, or happy 
ftate of the world, foretold by the ancient prophets, 
will follow the reftoration of the Jews to their own 
country. ‘This, and nething elfe, is the great bur- 
then of all ancient prophefy. That there is nothing 
more clear in the whole compafs of prophefy, than  . 
that, after the deftined period for the difperfion and ` 
calamities of the Jews, the heavieft of all the divine 
jadgments will fall upon thofe nations, by whom 
they fhall have been oppreffed ; afd this will involve 
‘ almoft all the nations of the world, but more efpe- 
cially thofe of thefe weftern parts, which have been 
fubject firft to the Roman empire, and then to the 
See of Rome. That thefe great troubles, fo fre- 
quently mentioned in the ancient prophefies, are now 
commencing, 1 do own I ftrongly fufpect—and the

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dvents of the laft year have contributed to ftrengthen 
that fulpicion ; the ftorm, however, imay ftill blow 
ovet for the prefent, and the gheater fcene of cala- 
mity be referved for forne future time, though I cana 
not think it will be deferred long.”

fays, “ This great event of the late Revolution in 
France, appears to me and many others, to he not 
Jmprobably the accomplifhment of the tolloiving 
part of the Revelation, chap. xi.

ariftocratical government ; they will perceive that the - 
adminiftration of a fociety of men, is ever moré 
painful than that of one only. They will fiy from the 
moft oppreffive of all forms, where one fingle member is, 
capable of controuling the whole, to take refuge under 
vbe throne. No people long endure an ariftocratical 
government, when they can apply elfewhere for re- 
drefs. The lower orders of people may be enflaved 
for a time by a number of tyrants; but, upon the 
firft opportunity, they will ever takea refuge in def- 
potifm or democracy. | 
As the Swedes are making concealed approaches 
to defpotifm, the French, on the other hand, are im- 
gerceptiby vindicating themfelves into "EM 
po 4 | nen 
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When I confider thofe parliaments (the members 
of which are all created by the court, the prefidents 
of which can aét only by immediate direction) pre- 
fume even to mention privileges and freedom, who 
till of late received directions from the throne with 
implicit humility ; when this is confidered, I cannot . 
help fancying, that the genius of freedom has entered that — 
kingdom in difguife. If they have but three weak ms- 
harchs more fucceffively on the throne, the mafk will be 
laid afide, AND THE COUNTRY WILL CERTAINLY ONCE 
MORE BE FREE.” 

Of the Germans AND Dutcn, he Ipéaks as fol- 
lows, and his opinion furely merits the moft férious 
attention; confidering the great. fhare of political fa- 
pacity, and ominous forefight he difplayed, in thofe 
fpeculations which we have juft detailed. 

The German empire, that. remnant of the Ma- 
jefty of ancient Rome, appears on the eve of diffelution. 
The members of its vaft body want every tie of go- 
vernment. to unité them, and feem feebly held to- 
gether, only by their refpect for an ancient inftitu- 
tion. The very name of country and countrymen, 
which, in other nations, makes one of the ftrongeft 
bonds of government, has been here for fome time 
laid afide; each òf its inhabitants feeming more 
pioud of being called from the petty ftate which gives 
them birth, than by^the more well-known title of 
German. 

This government may be regarded in the light of 
a fevcre mafter and a feeble opponent. The {tates 
Which are now fubject to the laws of the empire, 
are only watching a proper occafion to fling off the 
yoke; and thofe which are become too powerful 
to be compelled to obedience, now begin to think 

| ot 
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of diétating in their turn. The ftruggies in this 
{tate are, therefore, not in order to preferve, but to 
. deftroy the ancient conftitution; if one fucceeds, 
the government becomes defpotic ; if the other, 
feveral {tates will fubfitt without even nominal fub- 
ordination ; but, in either cafe, the Germanic con- 
{titution will be no more. 

When I compare the figure which the Dutch 
make in Europe, with that they affume in Afia, I 
am ftruck with furprize. In Afia, 1 find them the 
great lords of all the Indian feas : in Europe, the 
timid inhabitants of a paltry ftate. No. longer the 
SONS Of FREEDOM, but of AVARICE; NO longer affert- 
` ors of their rights by courage, but by. negociations ; 
fawning on thofe who infult them, and crouching 
ynder the rod of every neighbouring power, without | 
a friend to fave them in diftrefs, and without virtue 
to fave themfelves; their government is poor, and 
their private wealth will ferve but to. invite SOME 
NEIGHBOURING INVADER.

JAMES LAMBERT. 


The miraculous Prophefy of "fames Lambert, now living at 
Leeds, in Yorkfbire, to the Rev. Nathan Dowling, an 
American Clergyman (now in London) by whom it was 
communicated to the Editor laft Month, | 


Mr. Dowling being in England in the year 1779, 
had occafipn to vifit Leeds, on fome particular bufi- 
nefs, for a friend in Philadelphia; and being one 
evening in company with feveral gentlemen and lą- 
dies of that town, the difcourfe turned on the pofi- 
bility of a foreknowledge of future events, which 
Mr. Dowling feemed to doubt, contrary to the api- . 
niohs of the whole company, who maintained the 
exiftence of it, in certain perfons, to one of whom 
they profeffed to be ready to introduce him, if he 
ftill perfifled in- his incredulity. Haying affured 
them he: very much defired fucha conviction, a party 
was made, to attend him to the houfe of James Lam- 
bert on the morrow; a. perfon who had been long 
famed it that. neighbourhood for his fkill in foretel- . 
ling future events. The next day feveral of the gen- 
tlemen accompanied Mr. Dowling, and they found 
Lambert at home, and, ta all appearance, prepared 
to rcceive'them ; although (afterwards) every perfon

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ivy to the vifigdeclared, in the moftfolemn man. 
ner, that they.never dropped even the moft diftant’ 
hint relative to it, nor did any fervant hear any 
thing of the matter. Mr. Dowling was fpokefman, 
and declared his errand to the Seer; obferving, at. 
the fame time, that he wifhed for an immediate exam- 
ple of his fuperriatural abilities; becaufe, if he barely 
related. to him what was to come to pafs in future, 
however true it might prove in the end, ftill he 
muft probably wait a long time, or indeed might 
not live until the day of conviction. Lambert, with- 
out one moment's hefitation, replied, I haítened 
home, expecting company at this hour; for the 
truth of which, he appealed to a boy who had been 
with him. He then proceeded: ** In my firft fleep 
laft night, Į faw a middle-aged man, with a band 
on, failing acrofs the great waters, from towards 
the fetting of the fun, to confult me, and you are 
' the man.”—Mr. D, then faid, Do you know my 
name ? to which L. replied, No, Ido not; but you 
are a minifter, and have come, from abroad, where 
they talk Englifh ; and you have finifhed all your afa 
fairs (fave one) and are defirous to return home. 
, Being afked, Whether it would be poffible to com- 
. pleat that one affair? he faid, he could not then tell. 
Mr. D. afked him, If he could tell him any farther 
articulars refpecting himfelf? and he anfwered, 
Ves; you have got a deep fcar.on the back pe ot 
the top of your head. Upon which Mr. D. with 
the utmoft aftonifhment took off his peruke, and 
fhewed the fcar to the company, declaring, that as 
he was- always accuftomed to fhave himfelf, he 
thought it literally impoffible that any perfon in 
bogland could have feen E: in and that, at any 
| | rate. 
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rate, no perfon in Leeds could have feen it. Lam. 
bert then . proceeded: “ I faw a ydlhg child laying 
on its mother's lap, its head covered with blood: 


but I then faw a lone houfe, two cofins, and neither 


wife nor child."—At this, Mr. D. fays, he was 
taken in fuch an agony of grief and furprize, that - 
he funk down in his chair, and had not power, for 

a long time, to afk any farther queftions. It was 
Mr. D,’s hard misfortune to have the only child his 
wife ever bore him, a fine boy, about two years of 


. age, killed by the kick of a horfe, and he loft his 


amiable wife about two years after. He had no 
longer courage to afk any more queftions refpecting 
his private affairs, but he wifhed the prophet to tell 
him, from what country he came? he anfwered, All 
YT can tell is, that you come from the Weft, and 
over a large {pace of fea, and have not been long 
here—but your country will, before ten years, be 
over-run with foldiers of different nations, and of

MARTHA ERY, — l 


7l. F r-diclions of Martha Ery; of Cavendifb, in Sufolk, 
in the year 1764, extracted fram the Manufeript of 
Francis ———,. Efq. of Cambridgefbire 


Martha Ery. was a little woman, between fifty and . 
fixty years of age, fupported partly by the parifh, ~ 
and in part by her own labour at the fpinning-wheel. 
She was looked upon by her neighbours as a com-. 
pofition of idiotifm and lunacy. In general fhe was 
totally filent, except fomctimes talking to herfelf as 
fhe {pun ; when her words were invariably, ** I don't, 
I don't; the fpirit fay I do." But, at particular ia- 
tervals, fhe would burft out into the moft violent and 
raving exclamations; talking in.a ftrange manner 
about the doings and workings of the fpirit within 
her, and foretelling events which were to happen 
among the neighbours, mixed with a great deal of 
ftrange difcourfe of things and circumftances, of. _ 
which they had no knowledge. On thefe occafions 
fhe had ufually fome auditors in the fcholars of a 
well-known academy in the village, kept at that - 
time by Mr. Stephen Brown, a gentleman of high 
di "e character 
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character for learning and abilities in his profeffion, 
Mr. ——, the author of this account, was, at that 
time, a pupil of Mt. Brown, in order to his prepa- 
gation for the univerfity. He had often been a hearer 
of old Pat Ery (as fhe was called by the fcholars) 
and thinking theré was fomething very wonderful in 
what fhe uttered, as repeatedly folicited Mr. Brown 
to be one of her hearers. The old gentleman never 
failed to ridicule the mad fallies of Pythia, as he 
ftyled the woman, and could nat, fora long time, be 

revailed upon to throw away a quarter of an hour 
in attending to her difcqurfes, At laft, this woman 
in one of her raving fits, had many times repeated 
fome very ftrange fpeeches refpe&ing the rector of 
the parifh, and was inceffantly calling out his name 
in the. night, to the terror and difturbance of the 
people with whom: fhe lived. This being carried ta 
the Rev. Dr. T—, the rector, he communicated it 
to his friend Mr. Brown, who was then prevailed — 
upon to accompany him to the woman; the young 
gentleman (author of this Memoir) being of the 
party. They found her fpinning, and the inftant 
they entered the room, with all the appearance of 
of the moft violent ecftacy painted in her counten- 
ance, and exprefled by her geftures, fhe burft out, 
exclaiming, * Write! write! you that can write; . 
the fpirit fays write!" "She was the next moment 
calm; but looking with a ftedfaft and phrenzical 
kind of look at the Dr. from whom fhe foon with- 
drew her eyes, and then filently purfued her fpinning. - 
Nor was it poflible to obtain another word, or even a 
look from her. It prefently occurred, that the dii- 
appointment arofe from their not being furnifhed 
with writing materials, and which could not be pro- 
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cured in the cottage; fo that they agreed to leave 
her for that day, and to return precifely at the fame 
hour Ed but in as private a manner 
as poffible, havi ing m fecrecy to the only per- 
fon who was in the houfe with her. They found 
her best day in the fame ftate of mind, and in the 
fame‘ fituation which they had at firt experienced 
the preceding: the rector entered firt, and fhe look- 
ed up'\with a ftrange kind of fupernatural fury in 
her eyes, and thrufting her head forward, and ex- 
tending her arms, bawled out * the High Prieft! 
the High Prieft fhall never eat another Chriftmas * 
dinner! Write! write! you that know how to write; 
write for the fpirit!” The young gentleman being 
aware of this, from the experience of the day be- 
fore, was prepared, and fatisfied her that he was 
writing. She inftantly went on (looking at Mr. 
Brown ina very earneft and piercing manner) and 
exclaimed, ** five ftumps more, and the ftumper T 
fhall want a wooden jacket". She then continued 
to predict death and ftrange changes in feveral 
neighbouring families, many of which predictions 
have fince been fulfilled; but, certain of them being 
{till in. fufpenfe, and the period of their accom- 
plithment being plainly marked, it wauld not be 
proper to particularize them. She afterwards went 
into a flrange rant about winds and earthquakes, 
and the fpirit croffing the waters, which it was im- 
poffible to take down correctly, but all which fhe 

uttered, that could be committed intelligibly to 





> Dr. T feemed to receive this ftrange fpeech with emotion, 
and faid not a word to the woman. He died in lefs than threq 
months from that day. 

t Mr Brown had a woedeq leg. 
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writing, was as follows: “The may-bufh * of four- 
fcore, fhall fet open the prifon door—a young man 
of noble blood íhall come out of the North, and 
he fliall ride by the fpirit on the winds, and fet on 
the waves, and he fhall trouble the money-changers, 
and he fhall fall by the hands of the Queen. O 
crofs the water! crofs the water! the fpirit fays, 
crofs the water! Kings ¢ fhall die, and more kings 
yet! When T white flowérs fade, kings and queens 
fhall tremble and be afraid. And I looked and faw 
carcaffes buriéd together by ten thoufands, ^ And 
the whole country covered with a flame, and it 
reached to the neighbours; and all was on fire when 
I left it."

The writer was with her many times afterwards, 
accompanied with another young gentleman of the 
name of A—-—r, whom fhe told ** the fea fhould 
not drown him, nor ftrange lands kill him, but he. 
fhould come home, and go to bed with his father." 
And itis remarkable, this gentleman afterwards went 
abroad with Sir George Rodney, and on his return, 
died the day after his father, with whom he was bu- 
ried in the fame grave, She alfo farther faid, at

By a moft ftrange concurrence of circumftances, it happened 
that Lofd George; being on a vifit to the author of this account 
more than five years before the time of the riots, actually read 
over the prophefies of Martha Ery, and with great apparent at. 
tention. The truth of this can be vouched for by br. Hugh 
Mayfon, now refident in Edinburgh, and feveral gentlemen at 
this time in London. And Lord George himfelf frequently mep- 
tioned the circumftance to his intimate friends while in Newgate.

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honour from their virtue than their nobility. Fore 
tune placed him under the patronage of Theobald, 
Archbifhop of Canterbury, who difcovered in him 
fuch talents and difpofition; to protect the intersfts 
of the church,’ that he admitted him into. holy 
orders, and gave him the Arch-deaconry of his me- 
tropolitan, So much had he noticed in Thomas of 
Becket, his force of mind and the firmnefs of, his 
virtue, that, the Chancellor of the kingdom being 
dead, the Archbifhop, who had mh influence 
with Henry II, propofed Becket as the moft proper 
to fucceed to the vacant Chancellorfhip. : As the 
place required a ftatefman the moft able and faith- 
ful, and Becket being moft eminently poffeffed'of 
thofe rare qualities, the king, knowing that he could 
mot make a better choice, did not hefitate to ap- 
point him to the important office. Heé-had no 
fooner taken poffeffion of, the appoinrment, . than 
he evinced himfelf not only capable of the charge, 
but of more difficult and weighty: affairs of the ca- 
binet. Theobald having, fometime after, left by 
death the chair of Canterbury. vacant, Henry obliged 
- him to accept of this elevated ecclefiaftical dignity. 
The King defired alfo, that he would ftill continue 
. to act as his Chancellor. But Becket. refufed to 
obey him, and the zeal that he afterwards fhewed 
in defence of ecclefiaftical rights, greatly offended 
the King, fo as to oblige Becket to leave England. 
He retired to France, where he was openly pro- 
tected by Lewis VII. Being afterwards returned to 
his church at Canterbury, he was murdered by four 
affaffins, at the altar, on the 29th of O&ober, 1170. 
According to feveral hiftories, his tomb was ho- 
noured with the power of performing feveral mi-
